They were 
specialists in cutting deep into 
the he»rt-of .-fact. They" were ac» 
curate, analytical, colorful — a 
rare combination. 
We suspect that Arch Ward pro- 


moted All Star events primarily 
because, in the rarefied atmosphere 
of champions, he found something 
approximating: his own ideals and 
those of the true sports lover. Per- 
haps there's no question of that. 


At 
any 
rate, 
Arch 
became 


stamped, unfortunately, with the 
title of "a great promoter." Actual- 
ly, he was establishing higher 
standards for athletics, college and 
professional, 
with the greatest 


medium he could command, the 
Chicago Tribune sports section.

We remember Arch at a sports 


gathering in the Illinois 
Valley 


many years ago. It was during the 
hey-day of the New Deal and his 
audience was predominately pro- 
Kew Deal. Arch's Tribune was 
righting the New Deal with might 
and main. 


\Ve remember Arch opening his 


remarks with the statement that, 
despite the Tribune's politica.1 pol- 
icies, his department's personnel 
didn't necessarily reflect those 
vio.ws. 
It was an ot'f-the-cuff remark; it 


brought some cheers. But, as we 
think of il no\v. Arch was going out 
of his \va.y to reestablish the proud 
independence of sports editors ev- 
erywhere and his own independence 
in particular. 


I'nessential 
a<s ihat sidelight 


may appear, it serves to empha- 
size, no\v. all that his sports sec- 
tion meant; it was riercrly inde- 
pendent, it exalted only those of 
qua'ity.

thought that, perhaps, true sports 
ff mpetitiori i* as thoroughly dis- 
tilled Aihcricanism as the word 
v»n nifjin.

The measure would have allowed 


a trucker without penalty to ex- 
ceed the 18,000-pound axle weight 
limitation up to 1,000 pounds if the 
overload could be shown to be due 
to unavoidable shifting of cargo.

OREGON— (Special) —Mrs. 


Georgia Miller, 41, Leaf Riv- 
er, mother of two children, re- 
portedly told

authorities Monday that she 
allowed herself to be "kid- 
naped" last weekend because 
she "felt sorry" for her al- 
leged abductor.

Miller admitted spending 


two days and three nights with 
Mitchell 
Stockwell, 
46-year-old 


Rockford cab driver, because she 
was "afraid that he might do bod- 
ily harm to himself if she didn't 
accompany him in his car,'' ac- 
cording to Deputy Sheriff Ed Lang. 


Stockwell was arrested Monday 


afternoon in a Rockford recreation 
hall and is being.held under $5.000 
bond in the Ogle county jail on a 
charge 
of 
kidnaping. 
H«* was 


bound over to the October grand 
jury during his preliminary hear- 
ing. 


Denies Kidnaping 


• -Stock-well denies the charge and 
reportedly told authorities that he 
is "in love with Mrs. Miller." He 
and his present wife reportedly are 
separated out not divorced. 


The 
authorities 
learned 
that 


some sort of an affair had been going 
on between Stockwell and Mrs. 
Miller for nearly a year and that 
the alleged "kidnap" victim went 
back to her husband. Iva.n. only a 
week ago following an earlier sep- 
aration. 


The pair reportedly told author- 


ities that they just "rode around" 
in his car during the weekend, 
traveling as far as Aurora. He re- 
portedly said that they even slept 
in the car Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday nights. 


Mrs. Miller, Dixon State School 


employe who was "found" when 
she reported 
for work Monday 


morning, 
reportedly 
maintains 


that she telephoned her daughter- 
in-law in Rochelle Friday beca.usc 
she was 
"fearful"

She explained that Stockwell is 


"very nervous" and said'thai he 
made several "threats" that he 
would harm himself if she resisted 
him. 
She added that he never 


threatened bodily harm to her. 


It was this telephone call that

giant with a bellyache, and Ivan 
is the cause. 


The United States seems to be 


proceeding on the assumption the 
Russians' r»™»nt moves ire forc- 
ed, and that they are truly anx- 
iout to talk about arms reduction. 
That is a good guess, and Ivan 
seems to be behind it. 


Bolshevism Fading 


Khrushchev seems indignant at 


the idea Moscow moves sprang 
from sheer necessity. But Ivan, 
along with a rising generation of 
impatient young Soviet 
techno- 


crats, had much to do with forc- 
ing Khrushchev's hand. Ivan is a 
patriot, but he has little in com- 
mon with revolutionary Bolshev- 
ism and little memory or it. The 
old Bolsheviks are dying out. Be- 
fore long Ivan and his generation 
will be ruling the U.S.S.P.. 


This Russian common man has 


the biggest stake of all in the Gen- 
eva conference. If there is to be 
any attention to his particular 
problems, there must be relief 
from the awful waste 'of a military 
and totaly regimented economy. 


Thus Ivan begins to ..emerge as 


the hinge of history. The course of 
Soviet policy in two 
post-Stal- 


in years has reflected growing 
concern with what ha has been 
thinking and dreaming. -At last, 
in an iron dictatorship, 
Ivan's 


voice is becoming powerful. To un- 
derstand that it is necessary to 
review events of the last two 
years. 


Not Replaced 


Stalin, who could push all but- 


tons at once and control every as- 
pect of Soviet life, died March 5, 
1953. 
Nobody was big enough to 


succeed him. By common consent, 
in a form of self protection, his 
heirs formed a "collective leader- 
ship." Times were uneasy. A 
sharp 'struggle for power was a 
certainty. Those who ruled had to 
woo the widest support. 


The collective under Premier 


Georgi Malenkov promised many 
things. Within two or three years 
it told Ivan, there would be an 
ample supply of good things for 
the people—refrigerators, vacuum' 
cleaners, good radio and television 
sets, good clothing and shoes, no 
more food shortages. A massive- 
propaganda campaign advertised 
the program. Billboards in many a 
Soviet city carried the promises. 


For the first time the Soviet lead- 


ership took a frank look at its 
economy. Even by Soviet accounts 
it was sadly laggard in a. modern 
world. Agriculture, particularly the 
livestock sector, was in a chaotic 
state. Industries which had any- 
thing to do with the consumer side" 
turned out shoddy products and not 


even enough of those. Khrushchev 
and others admitted these tb'ngs. 


A Dilemma 


But the situation posed a dilem- 


ma. With less tension, Soviet rulers 
could tend these home problems. 
Yet tension was necessary for So- 
viet external policy. Communism, 
! a dynamic movement, could stag- 
| nate in an atmosphere of peace.

The lead- 
era recognized that the program of 
broad concessions to the consumer 
had to be modified, or the heavy 
industry side would suffer. Sudden- 
ly and sharply- the Soviet Union — 
and after it all the satellites — veer- 
ed back to a Stalin-like program of 
all for heavy industry. 


Xo Turning Back " 


The reversal, however, was far 


from complete. .There can be no 
turning back to total Stalinism. To- 
day internal Soviet propaganda has 
the sounu of pleading rather than 
ordering, apologizing rather than 
condemning. Admissions of official 
failure are frequent, like the words 
of politicians promising to reform. 


The background theme is con- 


stant: The USSR is not weak, but 
strong; its moves spring not from 
fear but a will for peace. 


The Communist press compares 


Malenkov's errors in supporting 
light industry to the sins of Stalin's 
enemies — but Malenkov remains 
near the helm. Whatever else Mal- 
enkov might have done, in the first 
months after Stalin's death 
he 


made himself a symbol -of Ivan-'S 
hopes for a fuller life. 


So the bloodless revolution con- 


tinues. Communists outside the So- 
viet Union watch in dismay the 
reversal of tenets once held sacred 
dogma. Communism is a revolu- 
tionary movement requiring fana- 
tic devotion to a central fount of 
infallibility. 


Now, 
by its own admission. Mos- 


cow is fallible. Its swerves in pol- 
icy dent the . monolithic front of 
world communism. The chain is 
beginning to come loose from the 
anchor.

With statesmen converging on Geneva for the Big Four 


talks, now is perhaps the time to take another look at diplo- 
macy in our age. 
Once diplomacy was regarded as a skilled game played 


by crafty but polite gentlemen on a diplomatic chessboard,. 
As an old proverb puts it, "if a diplomat says YES he means 
PERHAPS, when he says PERHAPS he means NO, but it is 
not becoming to a diplomat to say NO." 


The Communists were the first to discard this elegant 


19th century diplomatic routine. Now it is the West Germans 
who have introduced something new in world diplomacy, a 
tvpe of shirtsleeve diplomacy, from which the Western pow- 
ers can learn a trick or twc>—especially in their negotiations 
with the Moscow-Peiping Axis. 


What happened to the typical German militarist-diplo- 


mat, arrogant and monocled? He seems to have vanished 
with Hitler and the ruins of the last war. 
*

* 


Bonn's diplomat speaks softly and moves swiftly. He 


is no tea-drinking-striped-pants "gentleman" tied by diplo- 
matic ritual and an intricate system of protocol. 


A typical example is Heinrich von Brentano, the Bonn 


^Republic's new foreign minister. 
In his early 50's, he is 


Istaunchly pro-Western and a political liberal who helped 
irame West Germany's N. S.-style Constitution and Bill of 
Jlights. 


Another German diplomat in shirtsleeves is Dr. H. L. 


Krekeler, Bonn's ambassador to the U. S. A soft-spoken 
•and an unassuming man who has had the courage to fight 
ioth Nazis and Communists, he is primarily a scientist and a 
•businessman rather than an old-style diplomat. 
" 
However, it is 79-year-old Chancellor Adenauer himself 


*-—a man who thinks, feels and acts like a Westerner—who 
«tands at the summit of Germany's new diplomacy. 
* 
For instance, consider the skill with which the chancel- 


•lor evaded the trap set for him by the recent Soviet invita- 
tion to visit Russia. 
• 
• 
• 


The invitation itself was anything but a surprise. It 


merely showed again that Muscovite diplomacy sees nothing 
strange in issuing a polite invitation to a man whom Red 
propaganda long depicted as a blood-thirsty tyrant. 


, However, if the Kremlin leaders were under any illusions 


that Adenauer would fall for their gambit and rush to mos- 
cow they clearly misunderstood not only the chancellor's 
devotion, to Western ideals but also the new type of diplo- 
macy gradually emerging in Bonn under his leadership. 


Adenauer neither accepted nor rejected Moscow's invi- 


tation. He simply suggested that before a decision on such 
a meeting could be made it would be necessary to examine 
and clarify what subjects are to be discussed and on what 
basis. 


With one simple stroke he thus took away the diplo- 


matic play from the Russians and upset their plan for the 
Geneva- "summit" meeting. For clarity in international rela- 
tions-is one thing the Kremlin rulers fear like fire.

The inflammatory condition of 


the glims known as pyorrhca alveo- 
larifr or pcriodontal disease consti- 
tutes more of a dental problem 
than a strictly medical one, al- 
though 
the general health 
has 


something to do with its develop- 
ment. 


This disoider is piobably as old 


as the human race since traces of 
it have been found m ancient re- 
mains. Several different types are 
recognized. 


Many local causes have been 


incriminated: mechanical 
irrita- 


tion, 
i etention 
of 
food, 
poor 


functioning of the teeth or gums, 
and infection. 


Also a considerable number' ot 


genei.il conditions ate thought to 
play a pai t in causing pyorrhea. 
Among ihese are allergy, bad diet, 
pregnancy, diabetes, Bnghts di- 
SPRSP, and certain disorders of the 
olood. 


is one of the common causes 


of bad breath—a condition which 
troubles an enormous number of 
people. 


Since pyorrhea can usually be 


prevented by proper brushing of 
the teeth and by reasonably fre- 
quent and adequate dental care, 
together with attention to the gen- 
eral health, it is one of those dis- 
orders which is fairly easy to 
avoid with a little care. 


few 
people now believe that 


pyorrhea if a serious cause of focal 
infection and likely of itself to 
produce aitluitis, neuritis, or other 
disorders in distant parts of the 
body. Even when germs are pres- 
ent in the gurns afflicted by pyor- 
rhea, they are probably not ab- 
sorbed into the blood system and 
earned thiough the body to pro- 
duce disease.

NEW YORK. July 11.—For years a mysterious verboten has pr#- 


vented presentation of any moving-picture show-ing the alliance of the 
movie industry with the Capone mob, or syndicate. To be sure, Capone 
has died, victim of a miscarriage of justice in the federal jurisprudence 
which gave him eleven years in prison, most of it in the torture-cham- 
bers of Alcatraz. for failure to pay a debt. Capone was already gont 


during the worst phase of the collaboration of the 
mighty magnates of the movies with Willie Bioff, 
George Browne and other remnants and heirs of 
the syndicate. 
The proof was recorded in federal 


courts, which -were literally goaded into action, not 
by the Roosevelt regime, however, which was Holly- 
wood's eager accomplice, but by journalistic initia- 
tive. 


The industry has taken a sanctimonious resolve 


never to "glorify any noted gangster. The purpose 
here is to hide its own guilt in a corruption as foul 
as any other in our history. The implication is that 


precocious young murderers of the city streets and country byway* 
who have even learned to make their own deadly firearms with little 
pieces of wood, little lengths of pipe and rubber bands. The more im- 
portant fact—that a truthful film would expose the social and moral 
equality of Bioff and Browne with eminent arbiters ot our entertain- 
ment and thus, our morals—is purely incidental and unimportant. 


Bioff and Biowne were agents, of 


the Capone syndicate. Although 
they were racketeers, and Bioff 
throughout his Hollywood career 
had a six months' term hanging 
over him for running a house of 
prostitution in Chicago, they were 
of the social elite of Hollywood. 
There was little to choose between 
theia and the giants of the trade 
\vho bribed them but later cried 
"extortion." 
Bioff 
and 
Browne 


were selling out the workers by 
deils under the table with these 
familiars of the White House who, 
in one instance, loaned $50,000 to 
Jirimy Roosevelt and. in another, 
hired him for latent talents at $35,- 
000 a vear. 


Most of the convicted gangsters 


got 
off with little 
punishment 


thanks to members of the Pender- 
gast-Truman machine in Missouri 
who persuaded political powers to 
discount their terms. Nicolo Dean 
was deported recently and flew to 
Buenos Aires an time for the revolu- 
tion. Willie Bioff is;in action in pub- 
lic housing promotions in Phoenix 
under the name of Nelson, which 
he sometimes used in the old days. 
Bioff and Browne were treated as 
guests of the federal prison sys- 
tem, by contrast, incidentally, with 
the cruel and unusual punishment 
of the patriotic and heroic flying 
Finn twins. 


The "rule" of the industry ex- 


cluding gangster movies is elastic. 


Any scenario tending to discredit 


the industry itself, as distinguished 
from personal errors of pretty 
women and handsome males, is 
"immoral." But the late Mark 
Hellinger, a Broadway columnist, 
intimate with the mob on Broad- 
way during prohibition, made one 
of those "great human documents" 
about the streets of New York in 
which the principal item of cost 
was $10.000 worth of blank cart- 
ridges. It probably did not turn any 
fhildish feet from 'the downward 
path. On the other hand, any mur- 
derous young: bum who went to the 
chair after watching this opus was 
just a child of destiny. 


Lnst year, an actor named Mar- 


lon Brando was the "star" of one 
of those shadow-effects called "On 
The Waterfront," which seemed to 
me to be a summary of a great 
many routine crime stories by 
newspaper leporters. M a l c o l m 
Johnson, late of the late Evening 
Sun, had done the latest and best 
of the lot in cooperation with Bill 
Keating-, then of the district attor- 
ney's office, who recently got five 
days in jail for refusing to double- 
cross an informant and so violate 
his honor in the wiretapping case. 
Johnson worked hard and turned 
in a proven case in a daily series 
which won him passing recognition 
but not much else. I, too, had 
workedf itfully on this waterfront 


for some years and that "Water- 
*ront" to me was reminiscent ot 
my own research. 


For climax, Brando got an ob- 


ject called an "Oscar," a little 
statue signifying nothing but the 
appioval of a group of employees of 
publications having neither official 
status nor special qualifications. I 
have now noted that there is dis- 
content \vith these awards by this 
authority and a demand for resort 
to some form of popular vote. 


Recently, Senator Kefauver, of 


Tennessee. 
has 
been 
making 


cheesecake moralistic publicity in 
Hollywood and I dare say he •will 
concur with the industry's holy re- 
solve to piotect the Public from 
reminders of Hollywood's own com- 
plicity in a sordid phase of our 
liistory and culture. Kefauver is & 
Democrat; 
Hollywood is Demo- 


cratic and Communistic and the 
Roosevelt regime, \\hich fehlized 
this degrading influence, was the 
patron, protector, accomplice and 
partner of the whole busmess. 


Eight years ago, I joyously pan- 


icked the industry with a script 
called "The Capone Story-" I 
serious enough, but other matters 
diverted me, so I did not persevere. 
But. recently, Ben Hecht bethought 
himself of this theme and, after 
study, concluded that the scenario 
was sure-fire. So Hecht, Gene Fow- 
ler and I are going through with it 
in the autumn and. friends, you are 
about to see high-octane commo- 
tion with sound effects as the Holly- 
wood lobby rallies its ballyhoo to 
deptore this sordid exploitation of 
ihe most resounding name in our 
criminal history since Jesse James. 


It is my hope to hire the culprit 


magnates to impersonate them- 
selves, but Hecht and Fowler think 
they will go bashful and refuse. 
Well, maybe so, but I am sure I 
can get Willie and George.

pany's Wood River, 111., refinery 
near St. Louis to the Argo refinery. 
Police said the gasoline probably 
would become diluted within a 
few hours, ending the fire danger 
to millions of dollars worth of 
waterfront property.

MILWAUKEE t?)—Major league 


baseball players want to clamp 
down on bonus babies, but their 
suggestion of a limit of two to a 
club appears doomed. 


The player representatives of the 


American and National Leagues 
huddled Monday and agreed that 
a. pair of bonus players, carried 
beyond the usual 25-player limit, 
was the way to -solve a perplexing 
big league problem. 


Club owner sentiment is against 


such a restriction. 


The present rule requires any 


bonus player — one signed for 
more than $4,00 yearly salary — 
to remain wifh the parent club for 
two years before minor league as- 
signment. 


Unfair to Both 


Baseball authorities agree gen- 


erally that compelling a bonus 
youngster to ride a major league 
bench for two years with little 
chance of competition is unfair 
both to the player and to the club. 


Robin Roberts, star Philadelphia 


Phils' pitcher who started today's 
All-Star game, expressed the view 
as National League player repre- 
sentative that the bonus system 
also was unfair to veteran players. 


"The players feel that the bonus 


setup is shoving too many veteran 
players out of jobs without actually 
replacing them." said Roberts, who 
Monday was re-elected to a two- 
year term as his loop's player re- 
presentative. • 


However, National League Presi- 


dent Warren Giles and 
Frank 


Lane, White Sox general manager, 
said in rebuttal that the player 
proposal took the teeth out of the 
present bonus restriction. 


Orioles Have Five 


"Tlie idea is to discourage pro- 


miscuous signing of bonus players, 
and putting even two in the same 
category as returning servicemen 
beyond the 25-pIayer limit defeats 
the purpose of the bonus rule," 
said Lane. 


Roberts said the subject would 


come up for owner action next 
October.

It is almost 
without exception the result of -vio- 
lating a park rule against feeding 
the bears.

The trouble with feeding a bear is 


that after you give him all the 
food you have — or all you feel 
you can spare — he may not be 
satisfied. 


Then he may -keep coming right 


after you. 


"Actually a bear doesn't mean 


any personal harm when he paws 
you over," said a mountain man 
drily. "He may merely be search- 
Ing you to be sure you aren't hold- 
ing out a sandwich on him."

The purpose was 
the hospital. It also said $1 "shall 
be in full payment of all rental 
during the term of occupancy." 


The governmnet had purchased 


the .house from Brady, a retired

| about $31.000. ft was one of 14 
large houses purchased for the 
hospital site. Only Brady's con- 
tract contained the lease clause. 
The others are rented to the high- 
est bidder.

WASHINGTON (JV- The*House 


Appropriations 'Committee called 
today for. an abrupt halt to all 
construction work on the 125-mil- 
lion-dollar Air Force 
Academy 


project at Colorado Springs. Colo. 


It said it wants the architectural 


design "more firmly established" 
before any more money is spent 
on the "West Point of the Air" 
formally dedicated at Denver cere- 
monies only Monday. 


The recommendation is subject 


to action by the House, which fol- 
lows the appropriations committee 
in such matters more often than 
not, 
and then by the companion 


Senate committee and the Senate. 
House action is scheduled Thurs- 
day. 


Not only did the committee re- 


fuse to approve 79 million dollars 
in new funds asked for the Ait- 
Force Academy, but it said none 
of the money remaining out of 15 
million dollars appropriated earlier 
should be used for construction 
work until "a further specific re- 
quest . . . has been approved by 
the committee." 


Construction started last spring. 
The committee based its action 


solely on the proposed design for 
the academy, w h i c h has stirred 
criticism in Congress and else- 
where'. The committee suggested 
that Secretary of the Air Force 
Harold E. Talbott consult on a 
design with the Fine Arts Com- 
mission, an advisory group to the 
government. 


Federal Estimates Show 
Huge Harvest of Corn 


Surplus Problem Will 
Be Acute, Say Experts 


By OVID A. MARTIN 


WASHINGTON M* — A federal 


crop estimate indicates com—the 
nation's No, 1 crop in point of 
acreage and production volume— 
may «wv>n bp piag-ii^d by thf pacnc 
surplus problems as wheat, cotton, 
rice and some other crops. 


In its first major 1955 production 


forecast, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment said late Monday the year's 
total crop volume may be second 
only to ths record set in 194S. Corn 
and other livestock feed grains 
contributed heavily to this antici- 
pated big harvest. 


The report showed that much 


land formerly planted to wheat, 
cotton and other crops now under 
federal growing restrictions has 
been diverted to livestock feed 
grains, including oats, barley and 
grain sorghums as well as corn. 


See Vast Surplus 


If 
these 
feed 
crops escape 


drought, heat, insects and diseases 
during the remainder of the grow- 
ing season, the result could be ac- 
cumulation of vast stocks. That in 
turn could bring a sharp decrease 
in price supports next year under 
the administration's new flexible 
price support system. 


Com is being supported this 


year at 87 per cent of parity com- 
pared with 90 per cent lost year. 


It could well drop to 80 per cent 
or less next year. 


The report indicated that a good 


portion of the growers in commer- 
cial producing areas planted more 
corn than was alloted them under 
a Yoiuiiuii-y restriction program. 
The total acreage is about 80,765,- 
000 acres, or nearly 5 million more 
than called for under the allotment 
program. Growers who overplant 
are ineligible for price support aid. 


Rise in Hogs 


Livestock reports indicate, how- 


ever, that there will be need for 
somewhat more feed grains than 
last year. A sharp increase in hog 
production has been reported. 


Nevertheless, a record reserve 


of nearly one billion bushels of 
com is already in existence, most 
of it acquired by the government 
under price support program oper- 
ations. 


As could be expected, the in- 


dicated harvests of crops under 
rigid marketing quotas or planting 
restrictions—wheat, cotton, rice,

tobacco and sugar crops—are be- 
low those of last year. 


But farm law makes no provision 


for rigid controls on com or th« 
other feed grains. The only lever- 
age available to the government 
for discouraging their production 
is reduction of price support ratea 
and denial of price support aid to 
those who overplant. 


Employment Down 


In another report, the Depart- 


ment saicl farm employment dur- 
ing the last week of June totaled 
9,329,000 compared with 9,642,000 
during the same week last year. 
Of this total, 6,832,000 were farm 
operators and unpaid members of 
their families and 2,497,000 were 
hired workers. 


The Department said farm wage 


rates averaged 66.9 cents an hour 
compared with 59 cents on April 1 
this year and 66.3 cents a year ago.
